WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, this morning, con- 
sidered the resolutions introduced by 
Messrs. Hitt and Boutelle, relative to 
the Hawaiian policy of the administra- 
tion, and decided to report a substitute 
which, when reported by Chairman 
McCreary of the committee caused a 
scene in the House. Only three Re- 
publican members of the committee 
were present, and the meeting was not 
marked by any lively demonstration. 
The following is the substitute: 

‘“‘Whereas, it appears from executive 

communications sent to the House of 
Representatives that the United States 
Minister and United States naval forces 
at Honolulu exceeded their authority 
in January, 1893, and illegally aided in 
overthrowing the constitutional gov- 
ernment of Hawaii and setting up in 
its place a provisional government not 
republican in form and in opposition to 
the will of the majority of the people 
Hawaii; therefore, 
’ “Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
this House that such intervention by 
the government of the United States, 
its representatives or armed forces was 
contrary to the policy and traditions of 
our republic and the spirit of our Con- 
stitution, and should be and is emphat- 
ically condemned.”’ 

Representative Storer of the. sommit- 
tee affered a substitute fgr the ‘resolu- 
majority, which 
was rejected and which Mr. Storer 
wished to substitute as a minority re- 
port. Following is the resolution which 
embodies the votes of the minority: 

‘“‘Whereas, executive communications 
to Congress disclose that the execu- 
tive department has been furnishing 
to a Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
United States secret instructions to 
conspire with the representatives and 
agents of a deposed, discarded mon- 
archy for the overthrow of a friendly 
republican government duly recognized 
by all civilized nations to which the 
said Minister is accredited, and to 
which the public instructions pledged 
the good faith and sympathy of the 
President, government and people of 
the United States. 

“*Resolved, that it is the sense of this 
House that any such intervention by 
the Executive of the United States, its 
civil or military representatives or 
officers without the authority of Con- 
gress is a dangerous, unwarranted in- 
vasion of the rights and dignities of the 
Congress of the United States and a 
violation of the law of nations; and, 
further, that the manner of such at- 
tempted intervention by the Executive 
and the methods used are unworthy the 
executive department of the United 
States, while the confessed intent of 
such intervention is contrary to the 
policy and tradition of the republic and 
the spirit of the Constitution.”

MANUFACTURING VOTERS. 


No person who is called upon to) 
giance over a latge number of Ameri- 
can newspapers can fail to note the 
amount of space which is being devoted 
to the immigration and naturalization 
problems. Probably there has not been 
@ period in our history in which they 
have received so large an amount of 
public attention as they are receiving 
now. Not the habits, national preju- 
dices and ideas of government of a 
considerable part ef one nation, but of 
fifty nations “must be~ overcome, and 
their language and allegiance changed 
in order that the United States may ab- 
sorb all these new arrivals and work 
them over into American citizens. The 
history of the world does not mention 
another nation which has been called 


anything like the virulent form in 
which they are presented to us. The 
chronicle of the events of the earth 
gives many instances of one nation 
having been absorbed by another. But 
not in the annals of mankind has one 
people been overrun by all the other 
nations of the earth with an army 
which is reinforced every week by a 
body of recruits numbering m than 
the whole of many a conquering army 
in mediaeval times. 

A recent writer in the North Amer- 
ican Review has an interesting article 
on a few of the more important fea- 
tures of the naturalization problem as 
they appear in New York city. This is 
the port of all the ports in the country. 
‘where not only the largest number of 
4mmigrants arrive each year, but where 
more naturalizing is done than at any 
other place in the Union. 

Some time previous to 1872 the issu- 
ing of naturalization papers was char- 
acterized by the grossest frauds, and 
the records are in a chaotic condition. 
It has been estimated that in the year 
1868 alone somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 40,000 fraudulent papers were 
put into circulation. Many of these 
certificates, it should be explained, 
mever saw a court or a judge, and were 
forgeries, pure and simple. A general 
purging of the city government fol- 
lowed soon afterward with the breaking 
up of the Tweed ring, and, since that 
time, until within a few years, no) 
@harges have been made that any con- 
giderable number of fraudulent certifi- 
cates of naturalization have been is- 
sued. Recently numerous complaints 
#f that character have been recorded, 
and some of the offenders haye been 
punished. 
‘From the records of the Superior 
Court it is learned that in the last 
twenty years representatives of thirty- 
eight nations have disavowed their al- 
lJegiance to the land of their birth to 
become subjects of the United States. 
This, it should be remembered, is the 
record of one court alone. In the same 
period there werew76,537 persons tu- 
ralized in this court. The for 
the Court of mon*>-Pleas would 
about duplicate this showing. In the 
United States Court the number is 
very much smaller, owing to the double 
cost. These three are the only courts 
where naturalization papers are issued 
in New York city. 

‘As might be expected, in years of 
Presidential elections, three, and occa- 
sionally four times as many citizens 
are made as there are in any one of 
the ‘three years fmmpdigtely ‘preceding 
or following. The’ year“ was a 
marked exception to that rule. No 
Presidential election was held last fall, 
and yet more than nine thousand citi- 
gens were made in the Superior Court 
@lone last year. This is double the 
highest number made in any previous 
non-Presidential year since 1872. 

An important feature of the question 
is found in the extremely large num- 
ber of persons naturalized in October 
of each year in comparison .with the. 
@rand total for the year. According 
to the law in New York State no natu- 
ralised citizen can vote unless he 
secured his naturalization papers at 
least ten days before the election. To 


eareieseness of the election inspectors 


tion certificates, no papers are issued 
in the days immediately preceding the 
election day. In spite of this fact we 
have the apparent paradox that in this 
one shortehed month more than two 
and one-half times as much naturaliz- 
ing is done than is accomplished in the 
remaining eleven full months of the 
year. For example, in the period 
already mentioned, 55,061 persons were 
naturalized in the. twenty months of 
October, leaving only 2),476 for the re- 
maining 220 months. In other words, 
the average for eleven months each 
year has been ninety-seven persons 
naturalized each month, while for each 
October the average has been 2753 per- 
sons. The writer in question—H. B. 
Bradbury—fays: 

“This 
largely to the institutions known as 
‘naturalization bureaus,’ which are es- 
tablished each fall by both the prin- 
cipal political parties. The promoters 
of these concerns go into the slums and 
drag out every semblance of a mar 
that they can find, pay for his cerufri- 
cate, find some one who will swear 
that he has been in the country five 
years, and, no doubt, in many casés, 
offer him a pecuniary reward for sup- 
porting the party at the polls. 

“These embryotic citizens whom they 
unearth are, in very many cases, 
totally ignorant of our forms of gov- 
ernment, and their ignorance is only 
exceeded by their indifference as to the 
result of an election, or as to the prin- 
ciples involved. Each person, to be- 
come a citizen, must have a witness 
who will swear that he has known the 
applicant in this country for five years, 
and‘that during that time he has ‘be- 
haved as a,man of good moral char- 
acter, is attached to the principles of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
and well-disposed to.the good order and 
happiness of the same.’ . 

“Not the slightest difficulty is ex- 
perienced in securing plenty of these 
witnesses. They were so bold last fall 
that they were hanging about the cur- 
ridors of the county Courthouse, and 
would offer to be witnesses for a small 
amount. Why the} political parties 
should be allowed to pay for the nat- 
uralization papers of these men it is 
difficult to understand. The politicians 
certainly would not pay even the small 


for each paper secured.”’ 
Mr. Bradbury further shows that, ow- 
ing to the fact that different States, 


their’ own regarding qualifications of 
voters, it is no uncommon thing to see 
a hundred Italian laborers landing at 
Ellis Island one day, being marched to 
one gr another of the courts the next 
morning to declare their intentions of 
becoming citizens, being loaded into 
cars in the afternoon, voting for Fed- 
eral officers in some Western town a 
month later, and returning to the town 
of their birth two or three years after- 
ward, to live in practical idleness the 
remainder of their lives. Many of them 
never had the slightest intention of 
becoming American citizens; they knew 
scarcely anything, and cared less, about: 
the meaning of the operation they had 
passed through. 

The following are the conclusions 
drawn by the writer as to the measures 
that are needed to correct the abuses 
of which he writes: 
~“First—We should have uniform qual- 
ifications for voters for Federal officers 
throughout the Union. 

“Second—The naturalization bureaus 
should be suppressed. 

‘‘Third—Judges should exercise more 


care in carrying out the naturalization 
laws.”’ 


These measures would be good as far 
as they go, but, after all, it would 
only be like scratching on the surface 
of the evil. To root out that evil noth- 
ing else than a careful and judicious 
restriction of immigration will suffice. 
Although this country is becoming 
crowded, as far as free homes for the 
people is concerned, the Unfted States 
is still willing to welcome to her shores 
all honest and industrious people, who 
come here for the purpose of making 
homes for themselves and their fami- 
lies, and who are willing to obey the 
laws of this country as they find them, 
but the time has arrived when the doc- 
trine of self-protection, as well as the 
duty which we owe to posterity, 
teaches us that we must no longer per- 
mit the United States to be made the 
dumping-groundefor the vicious and 
criminal elements of the Old World. 


The State of Washington has been 
found especially adapted in climate and 
soil to the hop crop. It has now been

ing land can be found in the southern 
portions of Alaska, and a number of 
leading hop-growers have purchased a 
large tract of land near Fort Wrangel, 
which will be planted with hops next 
spring.

Care for the Sick at the County Jail—inmates 
of the Hospital Tell How They 
Were Treated—Other 
Witnesses. 


The Board of Supervisors met at 9:30 
o'clock yesterday morning, and after 
spending about three-quarters of an 
hour in disposing of routine business 
the investigation of the charges against 
Dr. M. Hagan of the County Hospital 
was resumed, 

Deputy Sheriff J. J. Henry testified 
that a man named Ed Johnson, who 
was confined in the County Jail after- 
ward died. Being questioned asto the 
causes of the man’s death, as brought 
out at the Coroner’s inquest, witness 
said he knew but little about it except 
hearsay. Upon the witness being 
asked whether there were complaints 
made at the County Jail of the treat- 
ment of prisoners received at the hands 
of the county physicians, the defense 
strenuously objected to the admission 
of evidence brought out by such ques- 
tioris. There was a brief parley be- 
tween the attorneys, Messrs. Dillon and 
York, after which it was decided to 
have the question so modified as to ask 


condition of affairs is due / the witness whether he had known of 


any cases of neglect of duty to prison- 
ers in the County Jail on the part of 
the physicians at the hospital. Wit- 
ness said there had been a few cases 
when it had seemed to htm that the 
county physicians had been rather in- 
different in answering calls to the jail. 
He did not know whether they really 
neglected to come as soon as possible 
when called, or whether they were nec- 
essarily detained from coming. 
Ex-Deputy Sheriff J. C. Wray testi- 
fied that there were some occasions 
when he was connected with the 
County Jail that the county physicians 
seemed to be an .unnecessarily long 
time in responding to calls for .phy- 
sicians at the hospital to come to the 


jail. 
Deputy Sheriff Macy, the jailer at 
testified that some- 


the County Jail, 
times Dr. Hagan and sometimes Dr. 
Parsons came to the jail to treat pris- 
oners. He had at times thought the 
physicians were tardy in responding to 
calls. When telephoned for the an- 
swer would usually be that the physi- 
cian would come in the afternoon, or 
would come as soon as possible. Wit- 
ness admitted that he had stated to 
Asst.-Dist.-Atty. Rush that , 

Dr. Brainard (Dr. Hagan’s prede- 
cessor) came to the jail to treat pris- 
‘oners he would diffuse a sort of sun- 
shine through the jail. Witness de- 
nied, howeyer, or at least could not re- 


Dr. Hagan had been cross wr austere 
in treating prisoners. He could not. 
tell much about Dr.”°Magan’s demeanor 
on such occasions, for the reason that 


certificate, which she did, was 
afterwerd received at the institution. 
“Dr. Hagan was just as ugly as he’ 
could be toward me,” she said. She 
was told to wash some clothing, but, 
on her stating that she was unable to 
do so, Dr. Post said she need not. Dr. 
Hagan gave orders that all the pa- 
tients who were able to do so should 
scrub under their own beds, which was 
done. The places under the beds of 
those who were unable to clean up 
became quite dirty. Finally, there was 
to be a meeting of the Supervisors and 
thes King’s Daughters at the hospital, 
and the floors were cleaned up just be- 
fore that time. The dinner on that day 
was much better than on other days 
before or after during the period of 
about two months that she was in the 
hospital. Some of the other patients 
told her that they had never had such 
a dinner as on that day. On one occa- 
sion, when there, Dr. Murphy asked 
her if she had had beefsteak for break- 
fast. She replied to his question that 
she had not seen any on the table for 
three weeks. 

Upon cross-examination, witness said 
that when she first saw Dr. Hagan, it 
was at his office down town. A police- 
man told her to find him there. The 
doctor told her to come before the Su- 
pervisors. She did so, and they treated 
her very kindly. They gave her a cer- 
tificate, which granted her admission 
to the hospital. She went to the insti- 
tution a few days afterward, and, while 
there, Dr. Hagan spoke to her only a 
few times. Dr. Post g»ve her excellent 
attentian. She would have liked, how- 
ever, to have had Dr. Hagan give her 
more attention while there, and for 
him to have been more kind to her. 

Walter Duncan stated that last May 
he was an inmate of the hospital for 
eight days. He weighed eight pounds 
less when he left than when he was 
admitted, and thought his condition 
was not as good. Since then his con- 
dition had improved, as far as his lungs 
were concerned. The food was fairly- 
well cooked, but, for a time, there was 
not enough of it. He sometimes called 
for more food, but did not get it. He 
spoke to Dr. Murphy about it, and the 
doctor had more food put on the table 
after that. Dr. Murphy was kind to 
him, but did not seem to be able to 
discover any remedy to relieve his 
cough. 

Mr. Dunean’s testimony being con- 
cluded, an adjournment was taken till 
|1:30 o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon reassembling, G. H. Holmes 
was called. He stated that he entered 
the County Hospital as a patient last 
October. He first went to Dr. Hagan’s 
office, where he was treated for two 
or three days, and afterward, by per- 
mission of the Supervisors, was ad- 
mitted to the institution. He entered 
in the evening, and it was the next 
noon before he was examined by one 
of the physicians. He was sick and 
was vomiting frequently at that time. 
He said the employees there treated 
him roughly, and called’ him a “hobo” 
and other such names. Dr. one 
called him a “hobo.’’ He saw the in- 
terior of the deadhouse when the floor 
was smeared with clotted blood, and 
there were what appeared to be pieces

there eating some of such meat. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the time witness 
was at the hospital he was waked at 5 
o’clock in the morning and had to work 
till 7 o’clock at/night. He saw Dan Mc-

ber of people about the charges. He 
would not admit, however, that he had 
received any money for working up the 
case. Being closely questioned, he ad- 
mitted that he, had a number of times 
called at the Office of the Mr. Clarke 
who had made the charges against Dr. 
Hagan, and consulted with Clarke in 
reference to the case. He was in the 
hospital, after entering, from Monday 
evening till Thursday before any medi- 
cine or other medical treatment was 
given him. During that period a physt- 
clan came to see him twice per day. 
Witness admitted that on Thursday 
morning, when hé asked the physician 
if he were not to have medical treat- 
ment, the- latter told him not to worry, 
as he would have such treatement as 
soon as the nature of his trouble could 
be ascertained. He admitted that Dr. 
Hagan did not compel him or even 
urge him to work in the dining-room, 
as he did. He performed the work 
voluntarily. When Dr. Hagan applied 
the epithet “hobo” to him it was about 
the time he left the hospital. Witness 
saw Dr. Hagan in his office when there 
were two other persons there whose 
names he could not give. He asked 
the doctor to examine him and give 
him some different treatment, as he did 
not appear to be getting any better. 
The doctor asked him if there were not 
some cheap lodging-house where he 
could take care of himself, and said the 
hospital was no place for hobos. 

That was the only way in which the 
doctor applied that epithet to him. 

Mrs. Johanna Graham testified to 
having at one time been an inmate of 
the hospital. She was examined by 
Dr. Hagan, and was treated but once 
per week during the two months she 
was in the institution. She did not 
ask to have treatment oftener. The 
young men _ physicians occasionally 
came into the woman's ward, and she 
heard conversation between them in 
reference to a confinement case, which 
conversation she believed was improper. 
An old Spanish woman, who was nearly 
blind, was allowed to go for two or 
three days without sheets on her bed. 
Two weeks before she left the hospi- 
tal, Dr. -Hagan told her she was well 
enough to leave. After she left the 
County Hospital she went to a private 
sanitarium and underwent an opera- 
tion. While at that sanitarium she 
made a statement to Mrs. Landt in 
reference to the case. ! 

Asked by one of the board about, the 
Spanish woman, who did not have 
sheets on her bed for two or three 
days, witness said the woman would 
spit on the floor and on the bed so 
much that she was finally put on an 
oilcloth sheet, so that the bed would 
not be soiled. 

S. E. Sloan swore that he was an in- 
mate of the hospital for a time. He 
worked for a while in the laundry. 
He did this voluntarily for the reason 
that by so doing he would not have 
to eat at the “hobo” table. Asked what 
he meant by the “‘hobo"’ table, witness 
said it was the table where those who 
were convalescing were made to eat. 
There was not so good a supply of 
food at that table as for the other pa- 
tients. He saw . Zigler, whom he 
supposed to be the hospital steward, 
take some of the vegetable supplies 
away~’from the institution. He did not 
zee any other supplies or delicacies 
taken away in that manner.. Just pre- 
vious to the time the King’s” Daughters 
and Supervisors were at an investiga- 
tion at the institution, last June, all 
of the patients who were able to do 
put to work cleaning the 
place inside and out. The hospital was 
not kept as cleanly under Dr. Hagan 
as under Dr. Brainard. Witness was 
treated for what he said was a dislo- 
eated shoulder. The physicians gave 
him but little treatment. Dr. Murphy 
gave him some liniment for it, and 
when. the witness tadid. Dr. Murphy 
that the liniment was not doing any 
good, the doctor winked at him, and 
said it would be just as well to spit on 
it and rub it in. | 

Mrs. Hamilton, the president of the 
local hospital circle of the King's 
Daughters, said that the object of that 
organization was to do good. The hos- 
pital work included the taking of little 
delicacies to the siek, and doing 
other things in a small way that could 
be done for the relief of suffering. She 
first began visiting the* hospital last 
April. She heard many complaints 
then, and brought the matter before 
the central local organization of the 
order to which she belonged. It was 
finally decided to bring the matter be- 
fore the Supervisors, which was done. 
Dr. Post at one time told her that he 
wished she could hear what Dr. Ha- 
Zan sometimes said to patients. 

Upon cross-examination, witness was 
asked why she did not make com- 
plaints to Dr. Hagan instead of going 
before the Supervisors in reference to 
what she considered to be bad manage- 
ment in the hospital. She said that she 
considered the matter carefully, and 
finally thought it not her business to 
go to Dr. Hagan and make the com- 
plaints spoken of. She thought that 
the doctor ought to know about it. 
She admittéd that the Mr. Clarke who 
had made the charges, had ealled at 
her house and asked if she had any 
statements to make regarding the mat- 
ter. She told him, however, that she 
had not. She had not visited the hos- 
pital as frequently fos the past two 
months as formerly as other ladies had 
been visiting there a good deal. She 
therefore had at present no suggestions 
to make as to how conditions at the 
hospital might be bettered. 

Mrs. Beardsley stated that she had 
frequently visited the institution. She 
had been told by patients there that the 
nurses were very kind. The Mrs. Wer- 
ner. who had, after leaving the hospital, 
been at her house, had told r that 
when she wanted mdicine she had to 
make quite an effort in order to get it. 
The woman had had also said that she 
believed she would not have lived 
another week had she remained at the 
hospital. 

Asked by the prosecution why she 
had not suggested needed improve- 
ments to Dr. Hagan, she said she 
thought it not best to do so. She went 
to the hospital for the purpose of doing 
what good she was able to. 

Stephen Gurowski swore that he was 
an employee at the hospital for about 
five years. He saw the inside of the 
deadhouse on two or three occasions. 
The floor was covered with blood and 
there were so many big; blue flies 
about the building that it was neces- 
sary to sprinkle insect powder around. 
There were pieces of what looked like 
meat lying around loose, Blankets at 
the deadhouse sometimes had 80 many 
maggots in them that they were burned. 
He once saw a dog with a human hand 
in its mouth. The bones of the hand 
—_ a sort of black skin hanging to 

em. 

Mrs. E. M. Potts was the next wit- 
ness. She stated that on one occasion 
she visited one of the wards and found 
a dying colored woman on the floor, 
With Dr. Murphy’s§ assistance the 
woman was put in bed again. 

Asked as to whether this investigation 
had been brought about by the King’s 
Daughters because of a personal feel- 
ing against Dr. Hagan, witness said 
it was not. They, or at least she, had 
no ill will against the doctor whatever. 
In fact, she had not known him before 
he assumed charge of the institution. 

Cross-examination, witness said in 
reference to a statement published in 
The Times of July 19 last (which sta 
ment was at this juncture read by Mr. 
York) regarding a man named Libby 
that she did not make any effort to get 
the man away from the institution. 

Further hearing on the case was post- 
poned till 10 o’clock this morning. 

It is expected that all of the evi- 
dence for the prosecution will have 
been submitted by noom today, and 
that the taking of evidence for the de- 
fense will be deferred till some con- 
venient day next week.

THE PRATT CONTEST 


The Fourth Day of the 
Trial. 


Damaging Testimony ; Against 
Goodspeed. 


Her Relations With One Dan Sulli- 
van, a Servant. 


The Conversation Overheard by the Occu- 
pant of an Adjoining Room— 
Evidence for the 
Petitioner. 


The trial] of the contest over the 
guardianship of the person and estate 
of Mrs. Annie A. Pratt, an incompetent, 
was resumed before Judge Clark, in the 
Probate Court, for the fourth day, at 
10:30 o’clock yesterday morning, in the 
presence of a Jarge number of interested 
spectators. 

Although the day’s proceedings were 
not without interest, and at one time 
bordered upon the sensational, there 
was a disposition on the part of coun- 
sel to’ go into immaterial details at 
times, which finally called forth a re- 
buke from the court. 

When the case was called, the medi- 
cal witnesses whom the contestants 
expected to call before closing their 
case, again failed to appear, where- 
upon, at the request of Mr. Monroe, 
the court instructed counsel to have 
their witnesses, Drs. Kurtz and Brain- 
erd, present at 2 o’clock, by attachment, 
if necessary. 

The proceedings then commenced 
with the reading of the depositions 
of H. T. Batcheller, postmaster at 
Chico, and C. L. Hamlin of the same 
place, for the purpose of showing that 
Mrs. Goodspeed’s reputation was good, 
and that she was regarded as a smart 
business woman. 

Mr. Monroe proceeded to read a third 
deposition, but, at this juncture, Dr. 
. Kurtz appeared, and at once 
called to the stand. He stated that, al- 
though he had not made any special 
examination of Mrs. Pratt’s heart, he 
had examined her pulse. 

Mr. Hannon objected to further 
questions as to Mrs. Pratt’s condition 
upon the ground that the witness had 
been called for the specific purpose 
of showing that Mrs. Goodspeed was 
physically and mentally unfit for ap- 
pointment as guardian, but Judge Clark 
held that, as the court had an interest 
in knowing Mrs. Pratt’s condition, so 
as to determine whether or not she 
might be moved, counsel might proceed. 

Mr. Silent, however, stated that, after 
consulting with the witness, he was 
satisfied that he had not made a suffi- 
cient examination of Mrs. Goodspeed’s 
condition to justify him in testifying 
upon that point, and withdrew the 


witness. 

Dr. H. G. Brainerd then took the 
stand, and testified to the effect. that 
he had examined Mrs. Goodspeed’s 
physical condition, she having con- 
sulted him professionally upon several 
occasjons, during the months of. Sep- 
tember, October and November last. 
He then found that she was suffering 
from paralysis of one side, the result 
of an apoplectic seizure about a year 
ago. This’ paralysis still ‘exists, and 
she will probably be permanently crip- 
pled. His impression was that Bright's 
disease was the cause of the paralysis. 
He had also attended Mrs. Pratt pro- 

jonally since May last, da within 
he last two weeks had h occasion 
to examine her heart. Her circulation 
was very weak, but variable, and any 
undue excitement might produce con- 


.vulsions. He desired to explain that 


in connection with paralysis Mrs. Pratt 
had aphasia,.which gave her an expres- 
sion much mdré idiotic than she really 
was. He had tested her intelligence, 
and found that she, of late, was uni- 
formly correct in responding to his 
questions. 

Upon cross-examination, an _ effort 
was made to show that Drs. Hirsch- 
felder and Hubbell of San Francisco 
had treated Mrs. Goodspeed before she 
came down here, and that the witness 
knew of that fact, and of their stand- 
ing professionally, but the court an- 
nounced that it was assumed that*they 
were reputable physicians, and there 
was, therefore, no necessity to go into 
that matter. Mr. Hanlon thereupon ex- 
amined witness as to certain state- 
ments made to him in September last 
as to Mrs. Pratt’s condition at that 
time, but Dr. Brainerd could not re- 
member the exact language: used on 
that occasion. He admitted, however, 
that in. substance he then told Mr. 
Hanlon that Mrs. Pratt was very low, 
and unable at times to recognize even 
her relatives, and had to be fed with a 
spoon. In reSponse to a question by 
the court, he stated that at no time 
during the period in which he at- 
tended Mrs. Pratt was she a woman of 
sound mind. 

With regard to Mrs. Goodspeed, wit- 
ness stated that in his opinion her mind 
was affected by her kidney trouble, be- 
cause in most cases where persons have 
Bright’s disease and paralysis ensues, 
the mind is affected. Not having seen 
Mrs. Goodspeed before her seizure of a 
year ago, he could not, however, state 
positively that she was less competent 
to act as a guardian now than at that 
time, without a further examination. 

The next witness called was Mrs. 
Grace E. Goucher, who testified on be- 
half of the petitioner to the effect that 
she had known Mrs. Goodspeed since 
1887 or 1888, and was on very intimate 
terms with her daughter Annie. She 
had frequently visited Mrs. Goodspeed’s 
house’on Fair Oaks and Twenty-fourth 
streets in San Francisco, and knew that 
lady’s reputation was excellent. She 
had never seen any man visit the house 
with the exception of Father Guaco of 
Chico, but she had met a number of 
ladies there at various times at lunch 
parties, sewing bees and other social 
gatherings. So far as sh, <new all of 
them were of good standing, and she 
did not know of any one she had met 
there whose reputation was question- 
eable, or who was, in fact, bad. She 
had never heard Mrs. Goodspeed’s rep- 
utation discussed, but incidental refer- 
ences had been made to that lady in 
her hearing at various-times, and she 
never heard her spoken of other than 
as a good woman. 

She knew Mrs. Pratt very well, hav- 
ing met her at her daughter’s house 
about four years ago. Had frequently 
geen mother and daughter together, 
both at the Fair Oaks and Liberty 
street houses. Their relations toward 
each other at all times were most af- 


fectionate. She also knew Mrs. Good- 
speed’s family, and had been ac- 
quainted with her daughters, Annie 


and Jennie, for over six years past. 
The relations between Mr#® Goods 
and her children were always very 
pleasant, although the girls sometimes 
complained to her that their ,.mother 
was too strict with reference to their 
male acquaintances. 

Mrs. Goucher stated that she had 
twice visited Mrs. tt. since that 
lady had been visiting in this city. The 
first time was in March, 1892, when wit- 
ness came down here on her wedding 
trip. She found Mrs. Pratt sitting on 
| the porch with a nurse. » Bhe asked the 
old lady whether she knew her, Grace 
Cole, and Mrs. Pratt at once’ asked 
after Lucy and the children. She called 
upon her again last Christmas, at Mrs, 
Goodspeed’s request, Mrs. Mansfield 
and the nurse being present, Mrs. 


Mansfield then asked her not to men- 
| tion to Mrs. Pratt that Mrs. Goodspeed 


was paralyzed, or even to mention her 
name. 

Upon cross-examination an attempt 
was made to show that witness had 
said to Mrs. Mansfield and Mrs. Cross 
upon the occasion of one of her vis- 
its to Mrs. Pratt, that Mrs. Goodspeed 
hated “you two sisters,” but Mrs. 
Goucher positively denied that she had 
ever made any such statement. She 
stated that she had visited Mrs. Good- 
speed since her marriage as frequently 
as four ‘or five times every month, 
both at Mrs. Knight’s Boarding-house, 
No. 220 South Hill street, and her pres- 
ent residence, the Brunswick, corner 
Sixth and Hill streets. During the 
whole of the period she had known the 
Goodspeeds in San Francisco, the only 
fhen she had seen at their residence 
with the exception of the Chico priest 
was Dan Sullivan, and Mrs. Good- 
speed’s son. 

When Mrs. Goodspeed was at No. 220 
South Hill street, she occupied two 
rooms. She told witness that she and 
one child slept in one, while Dan and 
the boy slept in the other, but as wit- 
ness had never seen them in bed, she 
could not say of her own knowledge 
that such was the case. There were 
folding doors between the two rooms, 
but witness never saw them open. So 
far as she knew, the same arrange- 
ments were made at the Brunswick. 

An effort was made to show by the 
witness that a row occurred at Mrs. 
Goodspeed’s Mission-street house 
tween Dan, young Goodspeed and Po- 
liceman O’Malley, but Mrs. Goucher 
emphatically denied having heard of 
Such an occurrence. She was then 
questioned as to the ages and habits 
of several of the ladies whom she had 
met at Mrs. Goodspeed’s hoses, and 
also as to Mrs. Goodspeed’s early life, 
but she knew nothing about the latter 
subject. 

Upon redirect examination Mrs. 
Goucher stated that she knew Mrs. 
Catlow, and had visited at her house 
with.a number of other ladies, all of 
whom were of the best social standing 
and repute. 

A recess. was declared at the close 
of her examination until 2 p.m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon reconvening at that hour Mr. 
Silerit asked leave of the court to re- 
open the cage for the contestant, stat- 
ing that certain facts had only just 
come to Nght which he expected to 
prove with: reference to the relations 
between Mr@. Goodspeed and Dan Sul- 
livan. He expected to prove by certain 
witnesses, who were in attendance, that 
they occupied two rooms at No. 220 
South Hill street, connected with fold- 
ing doors. That the occupant of the 
room adjoining theirs had heard the 
voices of a man and woman apparently 
in the same bed during the night. That 
the rooms were hired ‘by Dan Sullivan, 
who came there with two children, ap- 
ppearances indicating that he was Mrs. 
Goodspeed’s; husband. Also, that upon 
one occasion the lady of the house re- 
ceiving noyresponse to her knock, 
opened the door and found Mrs. Good- 
speed undressed and in bed, while Dan 
was in the act of rubbing her down. 

Mr. Hanlon vigorously objected to 
this course, “but Judge Clark remarked 
that the court had an interest in know- 
ing the character of the party for 
whom the appointment as guardian of 
an incompetent person was asked, and 
he would therefore allow contestant to 
reopen her case, whereupon counsel for 
the petitioner withdrew his objection. 

Mrs. Sophia K. Knight, the proprie- 
tress of the lodging-house at No. 220 
South Hill street, was then called, and 
testified tothe effect that she knew 
Mrs. Goodspeed and Dan Sullivan. Ac- 
cording to her books they came to her 
house on September 10 and remained 
until October 24, Dan and-the children 
came first, and he engaged two rooms, 
for himself, a lady and two children. 

The court sustained the objection of 
counsel to the question as to what. wit- 
ness understood as to their relationship. 

At first they occupied two rooms with 
a single doér between them, but they 
subsequently mov into two other 
rooms connected by folding - doors. 
These were closed, sometimes when wit- 
ness entered the rooms, but at other 
times they were open. There were two 
beds in these rooms. Mrs. Goodspeed’ 
had a female nurse for a few days, but 
witness did not know her name. A 
strange man occupied the room adjoin- 
ing Mrs. Goodspeed’s suite part of the 
time they were there, and a Mrs. 
Raynes occupied it from October 20. 

Witness first learned Mrs. Good- 
speed’s name a day or two after her 
arrival. They were sitting out on the 
porch, and witne said something 
which implied that her roomers were 
husband and wife, when Mrs. Good- 
speed introduced herself as Gen. Mans- 
field’s niece, and explained matters to 
her satisfaction. She had frequently 
seen Mrs. Goodspeed and Dan Sullivan 
in their rooms, but with the exception 
of one occasion, when the former was 
in bed, she never saw her except when 
she was dressed. On the occasion re- 
ferred to, Dan was in the room, and 
one or other of them told witness that 
he had been bathing her for rheuma- 
tism. She did not, however, see any- 
thing improper. Witness was not 
cross-examined. 

Mrs. Raynes, the roomer referred to 
by the preceding witness, then testi- 
fied to the effect that she occupied the 
room adjoining those occupied by Mrs. 
Goodspeed, at No. 220 South Hill street, 
in October last. She was suffering from 
nervous prostration, and was therefore 
very restless at night. Several times 
she had been troubled by a man and 
woman in the next room whispering to 
each other nearly all night. Upon one 
occasion she overheard part of a con- 
versation about the woman’s hair, and 
the man said: ‘Why didn’t you tell 
me, I’d have done it for you.’ Later 
on the woman said: “I'll just get the 
property and deed it over to you.” The 
room occupied by witness was an end 
room, so that the sound must have 
come from Mrs. Goodspeed’s apart- 
ments. No cross-examination. 

Mr. Hanlon suggested, as Mrs. Raynes 
left the stand, that if the other side 
had any more witnesses on this point, 
they had better call them now and close 
their case. 

Mr. Silent. I think we have proved 
all we offered to prove, and you cannot 
spoil the effect of it by any side-play. 

After the depositions of Watson 
Chalmers, of the Chico Enterprise, and 
R. M. Turner of Oakland had been read 
on behalf of the petitioner, Albert F. 
Robbins, the proprietor of the Bruns- 
wick Hotel, was called. He testified 


te him as to the character of his 
se and guests, but Judge Clark in- 
terrupted him, saying that he had 
known the hotel for several years and 


would not be allowed there. Proceed- 
ing, witness testified that he knew Mrs. 


‘Goodspeed and Dan Sullivan. They had 


always conducted themselves with pro- 
priety since they had been in his house. 
Dan Sullivan acted in the ty of 
servant. All the rooms in the house 


were in suites, such as Mrs. 


occupied. 

As the court expressed the opinion 
that counsel were wasting time, wit- 
ness was turned over for cross-examin- 
ation. Mr. Silent at once asked Rob- 
bins whether he had any other single 
ladies with male servants in the house, 
but the court sustained an objection, 
and expressed the wish that counsel 
would make a little more progress in 
this case, whereupon witness was ex~ 


cused. 

Miss Catherine Gaffrey was ther 
called on behalf of the petitioner. She 
testified that in September, October 
and November, 1892, she was employed 
at Gen. Mansfield’s house. She was 
engaged as nurse for Mrs. Pratt at $20 
per month, but had to do most of the 
housework, besides. her duties as such. 
Mrs. Pratt’s condition physically and 
mentally was very weak, indeed, at 
that time; in fact, she was help- 
less. For a whole month witness 
alone attended to the old lady. Mrs. 
Crogs was there about a week, after 


witness thet ‘went to the house. Sh 
was very domineering with her invali 
sister, and upon one occasion witness 
saw her scold and shake the old lady 
by the shoulder for some trivial thing 
She had ddne: Mrs. Mansfield gener- 
ally coaxed the old lady into doine 
whatever she wanted her to do. When 
alone with witness, Mrs. Pratt often 
expressed a desire to see her daughter 
Lucy, but when any one else. was 
around she refrained from doing so. 
Onee, however, she did so, when Mrs, 
Mansfield remarked in witness's hear- 
ing: ““‘Why should you care? She don’t 
caré @nough for you to see you when 
you are sick, and we are kind and good 
to you.’’ 

Upen cross-examination, witness de- 
nied..that she had talked to anyone 
about how she should testify, and 
stated emphatically that she did not 
come into court,for the purpose of tes- 
tifying at all. She just came from 
sheer sympathy for Mrs. Goodspeed, 
whom she thought had been deeply 
wronged, and because she had promised 
Mrs. Pratt that she would go to San 
Farncisco, and see her daughter Lucy, 
and tell her to come and see her mother. 
She admitted that she had discussed 
ethe case with some of her neighbors, 
but, until requested by Mrs. Good 
to make a statement to that lady’s at- 
torneys, she never thought of teati- 
fying in the case. She had no ill-feel- 
‘Ing toward Mrs. Mansfield whatever, 
for the lady had been very kind to 
her, but she was deeply interested in 
Mrs. Pratt and her daughter. She de- 
nied emphatically that she had been 
discharged by Mrs. Mansfield for tell- 
ing stories, and insisted that she left 
because she could not stand the work. 
She did not wish to be understood as 
stating that Mrs Pratt was treated 


very badly by her sisters, but 
she was of the opinion that 
she might have been treated much 


better. She admitted that her friends, 

male and female, had called td’ see 

her at the house, and that Mrs. 

ee had objected to her having a 
au. 

After reading a couple of depositions 
on behalf of the petitioner, Dr. EB. C. 
Manning was called, but stated that he 
had not made any special examination 
of Mrs. Pratt, whereupon Mr. Hanlon 
asked the court to instruct him to do 
so in the evening, and report this 
morning. As counsel for the other side 
objected, the court suggested that it 
would appoint commissioners to exam- 
ine Mrs. Pratt, and it was agreed that 
Dr. Manning should accompany them. 

Daniel Sullivan, an elderly, smooth- 
faced man, with the richest of brogues, 
then took the stand, and testified to 
the effect that he first became. Ac- 
quainted with the Pratt family twen- 
ty-two years ago, when he was em- 
ployed as coachman and gardener by 
the first wife of Judge 8S. C. Pratt. He 
was called upon to relate the move- 
ments of the family from that time up 
to the present in detail, for the purpose 
of showing-his relations with the va- 
rious members. During the whole of 
the time he was employed by Mrs. 
Pratt and Mrs. “Goods » he avas 
never unduly familiar with the latter, 
nor had he ever been accused of such 
a thing prior to. this trial. He had 
known Mrs. Cross before her m , 
having lived in the same house with 
her. She very often visited the Good- 
speed family -San Francisco, but 
never. his knowledge had she-« ob- 
jected to his being retained in their 
employ. She had several times told him 
he-was a faithful servant. He denied 
emphatically that he had ever dressed 
Mrs. Goodspeed, or rubbed her limbs, 
and indignantly denied that he had 
ever said so to anybody. He had never 
occupied either the same room or bed 
as Mrs. Goodspeed at any time. When 
questioned as to Mrs. Goodspeed’s 
and the conversation Mrs.*Raynes said 
she ove rd, Dan sdid: “She's too 
much of a‘lady for that.” He denied 
with a smile, that Mrs. Goodspeed had 
evér told him that She would deed all 
the property to him, and added that 
once he borrowed $1000 from her, but 
had to pay interest and give her a 
mortgage as security for the loan, just 
the same as if he were a stranger. _. 

At the close of Sullivan’s direct ex- 
amination court adjourned for the day, 
the matter going over until 10 o’clock 
this morning.

pacity as brakeman, 
whom he had left ap 
and well lay dead,/and three small 
children, the youn only a few days 
old, were left mothefless and disconso- 
late. 

Mrs. Story commited suicide yester- 
day afternoon at 3 #’clock,, by shooting 
herself through’ the heart, using a 
large 38-caliber reyolver as an instru- 
ment of destruction. 

The case is a peculiarly pitiful one.. 
Mrs. Story was married about six years 
ago, and had snce lived very happily 
with her husbénd, except at times, 
when sha would become somewhat de- 
spondent and brood oyer little mat- 
ters which wauld hardly trouble the 
ordinary mind. The fact that insanity 
ran in her family, her father and aunt 
having both been afflicted with it, made 
these symptonis appear particularly se- 
rious. Mrs. Story recognized them as 
being portentous also, and she re- 
marked frequently that she would pre- 
fer to commit suicide than to become 
insane. It was while in this state that 
she ended her life in such a shocking 
manner yesterday. 

The deceased lived -with ‘her little 
family, in Mrs. W. M. Holt’s lodging- 
house, on Le Roy street. She had been 
confined to her bed for several weeks 
past, and on Saturday gave birth to a 
girl baby. The child appeared strong 
and healthy, and the mother recovered 
80 rapidly as to be able to get out of 
bed on Wednesday for a time, and 
seemed quite cheerful. 

There were a number of people about 
the house yesterday afternoon and they 
noticed nothing unusual in Mrs. Story’s 
appearance. Between 2 and 3 o'clock 
she got out of bed and came into the 
sitting-room, where she reproved the 
children for committing some slight 
mischief, and then went back to her 
room. A moment later a shot rang 
out, and. upon rushing into the apart- 
ment, Miss Slayton, a cousin of Mrs. 
Story’s, found her gasping her last 
breath, while the blood welled out from 
an ugly bullet hole over the heart. In 
her t hand the heavy revolver was 
tightly clasped, and from its muzzle 
the smoke was stilt issuing. 

Mr. Story was away at work on the 


railroad at the time anda telegram was 


‘, at'once sent to him, and he arrived in 

the city at 9 o’clock last evening in re- 
sponse to the sad intelligence. — 

Coroner Cates, upon being notified of 
the suicide, had the body removed to 
the undertaking parlors of Sharp & Co., 
on Spring street, where an inquest will 
be held this morning at 8 o'clock. The 
verdict of the jury, in View of the plain 

cumistances cannot be other than that 
the. déceased came to her death from 
the effects of a gunshot wound inflicted 
by herself with suicidal intent.

AT THE TABERNACLE. 


At 2 o’clock in the afternoon formal 
exercises were held at the Methodist 
Episcopal Tabernacle. The wall in the 
rear of the choir loft was niddne Be 
hind two immense flags; While the front 
of the pulpit platfotm was lavishly 
decorated with smilax, chrysanthe- 
mums, palms and potted plants. From 
the galleries on either side depended 
the national colors. The credit for tne 
decorations is due to the Park Nursery 
Company, M. H. Weight, James Clarke, 
J. W. Downing, George Senter and 
other well-known citizens. Just prior 
to the opening of the exercises, Father 
Throop entered the building in com- 
pany with W. E. Arthur, ¥sq., presi- 
dent of the day; President C. H. Keyes, 
of the institute, and P. M. Green, who 
were preceded by the Throop cadeis 
in full uniform, who acted as a special 
guard of honor. Mr. Throop’s appear- 
ance was the signal for a prolonged 
outburst of applause on the part of the

FATHER THROOP SPEAKS. 


The appearance of the venerable gen- 
tleman was greeted by applause that 
lasted a full two minutes. Mr. 
Throop’s remarks are always practical 
and to the point, and this instance 
proved no exception. He regretted that 
he was not the possessor of sufficient 
means to make the school what it 
ought to be and what it could be made. 
He wished to correct the impression 
that seemed to prevail to some extent 
to the effect that he desired to make 
the institute denominational, and 
eventually turn it into a Univer- 
salist divinity secnool. The institute 
has been advertised as strictly non- 
sectarian, and such it always will be. 
Jt is an honest school, controlled by an 
honest board of directors. 
school founded for the benefit of hu- 
manity and not for any particular sect 
or creed. The speaker said that he did 
not propose to sacrifice his good name 
and integrity for the sake of Uni- 
versalism or any other “ism,” a fact 
which he emphasized by stating that 
he has at present landed interests val- 
ued at $60,000, which he proposes to 
deed as a permanent endowment fund 
to the institution, in addition to what 
he has already done, on the sole con- 
dition that the institute always remain 
non-sectarian. He advised that girls 
and boys first be sent to the school to 
learn how-to taxce care of themselves, 
and afterward, if desired, go elsewhere 


to tearn--how to take care of others. 


The differences existing between minis- 
ters of various denominational creeds 
were given’ a gentle raking over the 
coals. Many divines are possessed of 
more theology than common sense, 
more discord than harmony. 

Then Father Throop proceeded to do- 
nate the institute property, free of 
debt, to Pasadena, as a Christmas 
gife, for the benefit of the town, Los 
Southern California 
end of humanity. “If it is worth any- 
thing,’ he said, ‘‘take it, and help me 
make it what it should be. It will 
prove a credit to Pasadena, and a 
lasting benefit to your children.” He 
did not enter upon the work for pub- 
lic applause. At the same time, he 
was not indifferent to the celebration 
made in his honor. The two years past 
have been the happiest period of his 
life, and he advised all rich men prés- 
ent to donate a share of their possess- 
ions to like purpese, if they would 
know what true happiness is, and to 
do it before they die. , 


PRESENTATION OF PORTRAIT. 


Mr. Arthur announced that Gov. 
Markham had only arrived in Pasadena 
from the North, and that, owing to in- 
disposition, he would be unable to be 
present at the meeting, but that he 
‘would attend the banquet in the even- 
ing. In behalf of the citizens of Pasa- 
dena, Mr. Arthur then presented to 
Throop Polytechnic Institute, a lhrge 
rtrait of Father Throop, done in oil, 
an unknown Los Angeles artist, 
which had been ingeniously concealed 
behind the flags in the rear of the 
platform. The speaker took occasion 
to refer, in feeling manner to an in- 
cident in the life of Mr. Throop, which 
had not previously received public men- 
tion. Touching upon the ‘sentiment

his name, in honor of his deceased 
con, Mr. Arthur related how Father 
Throop devoted the fortune he had 
amassed by years of self-sacrifice and 
toil, in memory of an only son, who 
went forth in the war of the sixties, 
and who died in defense of his country, 
and the resting-place of his remains 
are not known even to his parents. 
The portrait was exposed, wreathed 
in smilax and bearing above it the 


words “Our Friends,”’ the flags being 
— apart by Misses Keyes and 
eese. 


President Keyes, in behalf of the in- 
stitute accepted the portrait in an ad- 
dress of characteristic eloquence, that 
was brimful of thought and ideas, and 
which aroused great enthusiasm. 

Rev. Dr. Conger then sprung a sur- 
prise by pledging himself to a contri- 
bution of $1000 to the support of the 
university. He was followed by others, 
and before this impromptu feature of 
the programme had ended, $8000 had 
been subscribed. 

There was a well-rendered vocal duet 
by O. W. Kyle and C. V. Johnson, the 
latter a kate arrival from Chicago, and 
the possessor of an exquisite tenor 
vaice. The closing address of the aft- 
ernoon was made by O. F. Weed, pres- 
ident of the City Board of Trustees. 
It was short and pointed and combined

THROOP INSTITUTE. 

Throop Polytechnic Institute. was 
founded by Mr. Throop, who endowed 
it with $200,000, and consecrated all his 
energy to its, support, in.1891. . Artieles 
of incorporation. were filed September 
23 of that year, and thé first board of 
trustees organized on October 2. A 
five-years’ lease of the Wooster Block 
was secured, and the building was im- 
mediately fitted up with approp 
furnishings. The doors of: the institu- 
tion were opened to students on No- 
vember 2. It was established as an in- 
stitution of learning, embracing. the 
different departments of higher educa- 
tion, and thoroughly non-sectariafi in 
its character. 

It has since been determined to make 
the manual training and polytechnic 
departments the leading: features of 
the institution. The shops and labora- 
tories are located in Polytechnic Hall, 
a*two-story brick structure, with a 
frontage of 140 feet on Fair Oaks ave- 
nue and 80 feet on Chestnut, that was 
finished in the fall of 1892. So rapidly 


93, it was determined to erect still an- 
other structure to relieve the crowded 
condition of affairs during the winter, 
and to provide for the increased at- 
tendance promised for the present sea- 
son. The result was East Hall, a béau- 
tiful brick structure, three stories in 
height, with a full basement, and 4 
frontage of 150 .feet on Chestnut 
street and 68 feet on Raymond . éve- 
nue. This building, which is located 
directly east of Polytechnic Hall, was 
recently completed, at a cost of $30,000, 
and is now fully occupied. Wooster 
Block. which two years comprised the 
entire university, is now used simply 
as a dormitory. 
THE EVENING BANQUET. . 

The banquet in the evening at Hotel 
Green was the most elaborate affair of 
the kind ever given in Pasadena. The 
tables in the néw dining-hall were ar- 
ranged in the f of an U, the speak- 
ers being seat around the north end 
of the circle. The tables were dec- 
orated with a double row of smilax 
down ‘the center, interspersed with 
pinks of different colors. In the center 
panel at the n@rth end of the room 
hung the large oil portrait of Father. 
Throop that had been presented to the 
institute in the afternoon. Through 
the courtesy of Gen. Wentworth, twenty 
girls :from the Raymond assisted in 
serving the banquet. 

P. M. Green presided. At his right 
sat Mr. Throop, and at his left sat 
Gov. Markham, while the other speak- 
ers were seated on either side. The fol- 
lowing toasts were responded to.
